LEMONS ON FREE LIST 


Effort May be Made to Pass Tariff 


Measures Over President's 


Veto. 


Washington, Aug. 4 —Supported by 


ali the Democrats and by 30 insurgent 
Republicans, the 
Democratic cotton 


tariff bill, the third of the big tariff 
revision measures brought forward by 
the Democratic house of representa- 
tives, passed that body last evening by 
a vote of 202 to 91. The bill cuts the 
average tariff on cotton manufactured 
goods from 48 to 27 per cent ad valor- 
em, a 21 per cent reduction in duty, 
that the Democratic leaders, estimate 
to reduce revenue by about 13,000,000. 


Not an amendment was offered to 


the bill, although the Republicans at- 
tacked it vigorously on account of al- 
leged increases in Certain items over 
the rates of the Payne-Aldrich tariff 
law. 


Scarcely had the cheers that greeted 


the passage of the cotton revision bill 
subsided when Democratic Leader Un- 
derwood, calling up the free list bill as 
it passed the senate a few days ago, 
accomplished a strategic move which 
surpiised the Republicans. 


He asked for a conference on all the 


amendments to the free list bill except 
that of Senator Gronna of North Da- 
kota putting cement on the free list 
He urged that the house accept 
the 


amendment, adding to it lemons. Pa- 
cific Coast Republicans 
made 
inef- 


fectual attempts to stop this sudden 
and unexpected putting of lemons on 
the free list, but the amendment car- 
ried. 
The change 
gave the 
house 


Democrats what they claimed to be an 
added advantage in dealing with the 
senate conference committee 


Last night the Republican leaders 


in both houses of Congress called in 
absent members from all parts of the 
country in preparation tor a threatened 
attempt of the Democrats to pass the 
wool tariff bill over President Taft's 
veto. 


The Democratic leaders in the house 


have asserted within the last 24 hours 
that they have the 
necessary 
two- 


thirds majority to pass the wool bill 
over the president's veto 
and have 


been doing effective missionary work 
in the senate. 
The Republican man- 


agers in the house insist today that 
they have enough votes to prevent the 
two-thirds majoiity in support of the 
wool bill. 


The house originallv passed the wool 


bill 220 to 100 


The vote in the senate was 48 to 32. 


This by no means would be a suffi- 
cient number to pass the bill over a 
veto 
Sixty votes would be necessary 


to pass over a veto in case of the at- 
tendance of all senators. The 40 Dem- 
ocrats and lu progressive Republicans, 
together with Senators Nelson and Mc- 
Cumber, legular 
Republicans, who 


voted for the bill original!), would ag- 
gregate 55 members only. Five shot t 
of the requisite number.

manufactured almost entirely in south- 
ern mills, had been increased as high 
as 250 per cent above the Payne bill 
rates. 


Democratic Leader

plied that ad valorem tariff schedules 
had to be fixed on an average basis, 
placing certain rates 
between 
two 


lines, top and bottom, and that Mr. 
Prouty had picked 
out 
the single

"We 
have positive evidence that big busi- 
ness is going to be against us in tha 
fight," said Wheeler 
today. 
"Big 


business and the liquor interests are 
getting behind the same candidates 
for delegates to the constitutional 
convention, and it will naturally fol- 
low that any delegate they succeed 
in electing will be both wet and re- 
actionary." 


Wheeler is at the reunion to fire a 


few opening shots for the dry cause. 
Gossip about the constitutional 
con- 


vention overshadows everything else 
at the reunion, with Governor 
Har- 


mon's presidential boom a poor sec- 
ond. The general publicity manager 
of the Ohio State Board of 
Com- 


merce in his efforts to secure a safe 
and sane business constitution, is 
here trying to knock sentiment for 
the>initiative and referendum. 
He 


•makes the charge that back of the 
initiative is a diabolical scheme 
to 


make land pay all the taxes. His pub- 
lication refers to the initiative and 
referendum as a new treason. The 
reunion is the largest in recent years, 
about half the legislators, many with 
their families, having arrived 
this 
morning. 


Cedar Point, Ohio, August 7.—Up- 


most in the discussion carried on by 
the gathering members of the Ohio 
General Asembly is the question of 
the action of the coming constitu- 
tional convention upon the subject of 
the liquor traffic. This subject seems 
to submerge all others. 


There is practicaly unanimity that 


there is to be no extraordinary ses- 
sion summoned by Governor Judson 
Harmon because of taxation matters. 
In the event that congress provides a 
larger representation for Ohio in the 
House of representatives it is taken 
for granted that the governor will 
not convoke the Assembly until Feb- 
ruary or March 1912. There being 
no election this year, and all other 
matters having been disposed of by 
adjournment, 
the 
lawmakers 
are 


driven perforce to talk about what 
appears to be the most momentous 
of matters now before the public. 


But little is heard of the initiative 


and referendum, despite the warfare 
between the Ohio Constitutional lea- 
gue, which favors that policy, and 
the State Board of Commerce, which 
is opposed to it. 


The lawmakers seem to be united 


on the agreement that the great fight 
in November will be between the wet 
and drys. This has often been iter- 
ated and 
reiterated so often that 


there can be no mistaking the senti- 
ment 


No pronoucecl representative of the 


liberal interests has as yet made h«^ 
appearance, but among the arrivals

rious counties for delegates to the 
constitutional convention. 


After his arrival it transpired that 


the league has a definite program 
ahead which it hopes to execute. As 
the law now stands candidates can 
be pledged only to promise to vote 
for or against the liquor traffic. 
The 


league wants the alternative propo- 
sition of prohibiting the traffic sub- 
mitted side by side with the other, 
and will seek the election of dele- 
gates who will promise to submit all 
questions relating to the traffic sep- 
arately from the main constitution. 


The program, however goes far- 
ther. Provision is desired to be made 
for the contingency of both proposi- 
tions being defeated by the people. 
Should this take place there would be 
no law relating to the traffic in the 
constitution and the door would be 
opened to strife and litigation. 


It is true that the state would have 


certain soverignty under the political 
power, which is inherent and above 
constitutions, to regulate the traf- 
fic, but serious questions would arise 
concerning questions, v such as local 
option, which are now settled. With- 
out any constitution rule the General 
Assembly would be free to act as it 
pleased, and this would incite con- 
stantly changing conditions and un- 
ending warfare between the interests 
affected, for there would be nothing 
enduring. Liquor regulations would 
change with each succeeding Genial 
Assembly. 


The Anti-Saloon league's position 


at presnt is to preserve in some way 
the present.constitutional enactment 
in whole or in part. This now pro- 
vides that there shall be no licens 
ing of the traffic, but power is con- 
fererd upon the assembly to "pro- 
vide against the evils arising from 
the traffic." 


The argument is made by the lea- 


gue officials that under the present 
constitution what is tantamount to 
the regulation 
found in licensing 


states can only be procured. They as- 
sert that honestly intended laws pro- 
viding character 
qualifications of 


liquor dealers and limiting the num- 
ber of saloons can be enacted consti- 
tutionally.

IRON TRADE REVIEW 


Cleveland, Aug. 4.—The Iron Trade 


Review today says: There has been a 
further expansion in steel mill opera- 
tions and the month of August opens 
with prospects of greater activity, but 
little encouragement is to be found in 
the price situation. While the im- 
provement for the month is not uni- 
form, the trade generally is optimistic 
and indications are that there will be 
a still further increase in steel mill 
and blast furnace operations in the 
near future. One or two companies are 
operating their steel mills practically 
full while others are not doing better 
than 65 to 70 per cent 
of 
capacity. 


There has been a decided gain in pro- 
duction of nig iron by non-merchant 
furnaces. 
The Carnegie Steel Co. is 


operating 38 of its b'ast furnaces: the 
Cambria Steel Co. is running all of 
its eight stacks, 
and the Republic 


Iron and Steel Co. has nine of its ten 
furnaces in blast. 
Basic pig iron is 


slightly firmer and it is doubtful 
whether $13, vaHey, could be shaded. 
Consumption of scrap 
iron is much 


heavier and moderately heavy buying 
is noted. Price concessions are still 
being offered regularly by some mills 
on steel bars, plates, sheets and wire 
products, although several 
manufac- 


turers of wire and nails have, with- 
drawn low quotations.

Conley Mfg. Co. has received a con- 
tract for a large gas holder, which 
will require 5,000 tons of plates. The. 
McClintic-Marshall Construction Co.,

Washington, Aug. 4. — I Special.]— 


"Much may be accomplished for the 
good of the whole country," remarked 
Senator Newlands in the senate, "if 
there is no maneuvering for favorable 
position in the coming presidential 
election." The Nevada senator is quite 
flattered at the mention he has re- 
ceived in connection with the presi- 
dency, but he does not seem to be 
"playing politics" \\ith a view of get- 
ting delegates. 


Newlands was talking abiwt a pro- 


gram of legislation of ffirreaching im- 
portance which if carried out would 
regulate all the ills that afflict the peo- 
ple. Among the measures he wanted 
considered were bills for the physical 
valuation of railroads, control of stock 
and bond issues of railroads, a commis- 
sion to control trade corporations and 
reform in the banking laws. He was 
willing that congress should take a re- 
cess until November to take up these 
measures, but other senators said that 
such a program would necessitate the 
continuance of the session with work 
every day to accomplish results. 


Ahead of the Procession. 


Senator Newlands is always away 


ahead of the procession. 
He has pro- 


posed many measures which seemed 
to be very hazy and chimerical at the 
time, but he has remained in public 
life long enough to see many of his 
suggestions enacted Into law. Larger 
government control of big business, 
the Nevada senator insists, is the in- 
evitable outcome of present conditions. 


Three Senators In Twenty Years. 
Wyoming has a remarkable record, 


especially for a comparatively new 
state. Admitted in 1SOO, the state ha* 
had but three senators in all that time. 
North Dakota, Montana and Washing- 
ton, admitted only two years before 
Wyoming, have each had nine sena- 
tors. It is not surprising that Wyo- 
~*n!ng has tie chairmanships of two of 
the most powerful committees of the 
seriate and that her two senators are 
BO well placed on other committees. 


In the more than twenty years Wy- 


oming has been a state she has bad 
but five men in congress—Senators Ca- 
rey, Clark and Warren and Represent- 
atives Coffeen and Mondell. 
Senator 


Clark was a member of the house from 
the admission of the state in 1S90 un- 
til he was elected to the senate in 
1895. 


Nevada also has a remarkable rec- 


ord. 
Admitted in 1804, the state has 


had but seven senators. 


Easy Going Sherman. 


Transferred from twenty yenrs of 


service in the house, Vice President 
Sherman does not get accustomed to 
senatorial ways. 
Very frequently he 


is observed 
reading a newspaper 


while sitting in his vice presidential 
chair, which is not regarded as sena- 
torial decorum. People in the galleries 
are not allowed to rend newspapers, 
but there is no rule which would do 
prive the vice president of that pleas 
ure, and he takes advantage of the 
fact, although it makes some of the 
old sticklers for senatorial dignity 
squirm in their seats. 


Home Looked Good to Him. 


During the very hot sweltering days 


Congressman Humphrey of Washing- 
ton went into the house corridor and 
scanned the weather map, looking par- 
ticularly at Puget sound. "I see it is 
62 at Seattle," he said. 
"That's the 


highest it has ever been there this 
eeason." 
Home looked good to that 


congressman. 


Pinchot's Paternalism. 


Gilford Pinchot is true to Theodore 


Roosavelt in most of the latter's ideas, 
particularly in the matter of more far 
reaching government control and ac- 
complishment 
"There can be no 


great saving in government expendi- 
tures," remarked Pinchot. "The peo- 
ple expect the government to do more 
for them instead of less. That is the 
Inevitable tendency and means more 
instead of less expenditure." 


"Poor Old Grant." 


Lieutenant 
Governor 
Nichols 
of 


Ohio appeared rather shocked when 
he came to Washington and found 
that work bad ceased on the- Grant 
monument and that there does not 
seem to be any indication that it will 
ever be completed.
